Dr. Fetter, the first witness, testi- 


led that he was called and foHurt 
Welsh wounded in the forehead. Ho 
aw Welsh's father find another. On 
he way he said he had met Shay aud 
asked him where the -wounded man 
was and .vat. told that -he was af 
iVelan's. >Dr. Fetter, who Is a Council- 
man, asked officer-who did the shoot- 
ng. Shay's answer -was, "I did." He 
u-ther staid that he was on his .wax 
0 'give himself up, that'Welsh had 
attacked-him in -his own residence, 
after having been put out, had thrown 
stones, one of them striking Shay's 
child, and that he tfceu shot to protect 
his home from the attack. 


Dr. Petter testified to tho autopsy. 


He described Welsh as being aged. 24. 
5 feet, 8 inches in height, estimated 
weight 150 pounds. There were no 
marks visible on the body -excep'. a 
bullet wound one-half Inch In diam- 
eter, the -point of entrance located one- 


inch from the left orbit, passing 


back three inches, fracturing the skull 
at the point of topact, where a clol 
was formed Inside the -brain. No op- 
eration WQjUld have "been of any avail. 


The -bullet was removed at the au- 


topsy and was given to the coroner. 
Tho revolve-: which had Veen uyefi 
was given over to Burgoss C. H. 
Loucks on Saturday. Mr. Loucks -was 
at court and consequently the revolver 
was not secured. The bullet was a 
S8-cal!ber ono, 


Mrs. Daniel Welsh, mother ot tbe 


dead raan. and whose daughter Is 
married to Shay, was -called and took 
ths cath. almost touching her son-lti- 
law,, who sat within the rail, Mrs. 
Welsh said that In the stress of the 
tragedy she felt hardly able to an- 
swer any questions, out that she would 
do the best she could. 
While ior 


mind was not clear upon eome points 
her recital of what she };new regard- 
ing the affair was marked with a 
plainly evident desire to tell the ex- 
act truth. She told that her son camo 
home and said that John Shay. wouH 
not spea-k to him and that he was 
.going over to find oat what was wrontJ 
and to demand some money that Iw 
said was due him from Shay.

tried to persuade him not to go, saying 
they were both her boys and that 
she would not trouble Shay about the 
money. AS ihe remembered the next 
she saw -her daughter and her sou 
along the Shay boardwalk. She saw 
John Shay come out on the porch anc! 
saw a tussle between the two. She 
could not see whether any -blows wers 
struck, but went over and took a lath 
from her son. She said she begged 
Shay to go la the house, as he 
TV as 


sryber and her boy was drunk. "I hc- 
Ueve John Sh?y went In. I went home 
and afterward I (beard shots aud savf 
my son dodging, .but -I could not sea 
Shay, f saw my son fall in our yar.l, 
and running up saw that his face was 
bloody.

The mother said 
her son was very drunk when be 
started for Shay's, that she tearei 
trouble, but that she heard no throat 
on either side.

said she lives about 100 feet from the 
Welsh house, across the alley diag- 
onally.

The lnr[uost 
was -practically closed and tho cor- 
oner had asftod all but the jury 'x> re- 
tire, when one -wKnesa "whose oaroe 
had no!, 'berfn cajltxi, but who had 
been subpcenaed. was brought forth.

borrow a revolver. He told him that 
he had none. Welsh did not say why 
he wanted tho weapon.

Wfcva 
her husband "eft she aslted lilm when 
he would be bacJt, ami he replied th.it 
perhaps he would never return. 


John Welsh's funeral will take .placp 


tomorrow morning at 8 o'clock from 
the St John's Roman Catholic Church, 
to-which Wel-3.h and Shay belong, t'ao 
burial will take place in St. John'j 
Cemetery. 
. Welsh was 24 years old the day be- 
fore -he was shot. 
He was a mill- 


worker, ol the most quiet tempera- 
ment wlisn sober, but just the opiw- 
site, it is said, when-intoxicated. He 
had trouble .with Shay on election 
day and did him up, with the aid of 
two companions. .Welsh was married 
and his wife is now in a delicate- con- 
dition, and is prostrated over the 
tragedy.

tic, us the Japanese have been relio- 
bly reported close to Lluo-Yang for 
several days. 


London, May 37.—In tho absence nf 


actual nowp from th^ seat of war in 
the far east the London newspapers 
this mom Ing. in romnioniing on what 
is bellevuu to tie the precarious pos- 
ition of Gen. KuropatWt, who la men- 
aced by the possibility of the Chinese 
rebels cnit.Ing his communications as 
•well as by the dlfltculty of divining 
tho Japnncse plan of campaign.

• Tlie Miyako was lost while assist- 
ing In the operations of clearing the 
Russinn mines from Kerr bay, north- 
east of Talienwan "baj*, on which Port 
Dalny is situated. 
. Admiral Kaitaoka, commander of 
the third squadron, returned there on 
Sunday with, a detachment 
of 
his 


sqimdron protecting two flotillas of 
torpedo boats which had- been detail- 
ed to complete sweeping the harbor 
by the removal of the mines. 
Five 


mines were discovered and exploded 
and the work waa being . suspended 
for the' day when the Mlyako struck 
an undiscovered mine which exploded 
with terrifflc force under the stem on 
the port side, and inflicted Immense 
damage .on the hull.

sanlc In 22 minutes. 
Two sailors 


were killed and 22 wounded. 
The 


rest of the crew were rescued. - 


The news of the loss of the Miyalfo 


has been sorrowfully received In To- 
klo. 
The dangerous character of tho

Mr. Sheets rushed from the, table, 


but he was too late to .prevent hia 
wife from aivr.llowing the contents of 
a bottle of cirbolfc .acid. Mrs. Sheets 
died -within a few minutes.

On account of the small clearances 
allowed* between the cake of coal and 
the oven walls, the coal cakes less 
to the walls, and the pushing out of 
the coke is sreatly facilitated, where- 
by the wear and tear of the walls is 
very .materially lessened.

They »e i« DC Seen on All 11>« Wn- 


terwar* ot China. 


Enormous Bocks of tame ducks, num- 


bering many thousands, are to be seen 
on ail the waterways of China. These 
are carefully lierded by the 
diK-U 


farmer and his sons and guided by 
them to suitable feeding grounds. A 
recent writer speaks of. Beetni* them 


on tbe Yangtse In midstream, floating 
down in compact masses with tbe rac- 
ing current and surrouudcd by their 
guardians In tubs, who. ariced with 
long bamboos, smartly whacked any 
birds that happened to stray. 


Those ducks always appear to he of 


the same age. a curious fact thsit is ex- 
plained by tbe Chinese use of Incuba- 
tors on a large scale. They are very 
chary about revealing details, but it 
•would appear that these Incubators are 
either made of manure und lime in tlie 
open" air or In rooms heated by char- 
coal fires, the eggs In this case holng 
plocea in baskets covered with straw 
or cotton wool. 


To illustrate the magnitude of these 


operations It may be mentioned that n 
boat, on a river will sometimes encoun- 
ter a floating mass of eggshells num- 
bering tens of thousands and coming 
from an Incubator where ducks have 
just been hatched,
